~ L-INTHODUOTORY, 


' (To the Eiitor of the Daily Graphic.) 


Bir,—HReoont. public utterances, nut less 
than recent political eyents, and tbe loyal 
demonstrations with whioh oll the great out- 
lying parts of the Empire bave pledged their 
devotion to the Mother Country, acem to 
indicate that the time has arrived for tha 
elaboralion of como aobome whereby children 
and parent may be permanently aud efli- 
ciently associated for the defence and 
advancement of their common interests, 
Roughly apeaking, the British race, so far as 
it is subject to Her Mojoaty, cousiats of threo 
great divisions. There are 40,000,000 of ua 
hereat home ; there cre 10,000,000 of ua in 
the self-governing Colonies ; and there are a 
couple of milliongof us in the Colonies which 
are not sel f-governiog, aud in India, Outside 
of, and governcd by these 52,000,000 of our 
kith and kin, are 300,000,000 of people who, 
although not of our race, owe allegiance to 
the Queen ae her subjects or feudatorias, 
Thus there ara in all 462,600,000 souls whose 
wilfare js bound up with that of tho Fleg. 
This ia moro than one-third of tho entire 
population of the world. ~ 


No EXISTING ORGANISED DNION. 

More thao bulf the shipping aud carrying 
trade, and probably quite balf the wealth, 
of the world belong to us and our follow-aub- 
jects; yet, with certain comparatively trivial 
exceptions, the whole responsibility and ex- 
pense of providing for the syatomatic defence 
of this hugs inheritance fall upon, and sre 
borne by, tuo 40,000,0C0 people inhnbiting 
the United Kingdom. I do not mean to 
overliok the fact that India and many of 
the larger Colonies maintain defensive forocs 
of their own; but it ia important to bear in 
miud that, so far aot least as the self-govern-- 
ing Colonies are eonecrved, the forces in 
question are primarily Jocal, and not Im~+ 
perial, in their character and objesta, Wo 
have seen Australian and Canadian volun- 
teer contingents fighting for Imporial ends, 
and we know full well that they will not 
wait to be called upon ere, should occasion 
arise, they do go again, That, however, is 
not the point. The important thing is that 
thero is no existing orguuised union for Im- 
perial Defence ; and that because there is no 
organised union, we are ia danger of wasting 
our strength whenever we may be called 
upon to put it forth, 

THE MOTHER COUNTRY MUST LEAD 
=, THE WAY, : 

In theeo considerations thera is, of course, 
nothing new ; but 1 feel obliged to put them 
forwatd onge moro to seryo oa a preamble to. 
what follows, And, in the meantime, in 


addition to tho mazim ‘L’Union fait la 
Force,’ there are acoupla of other postulates, 
the truth of which, I think, will not be 
denied. Ono is that the Colonies are warmly 
Gnd sincerely anxinus to shore with the 
‘Mother Country tho burden as well as the 
advantage of the whole of the common in- 
heritance. The other is that it is fitting for 
the Mother Country to lead the way in the 
matter, if only becanse it ia not easy for the 
Colonies to take the initiative. In point of 
fact, the Colonies haye already done what 
they could. They havo called to us over 
and over again, * Dmn’t forget that you have 
us behind yon.’ But it hos been, only in 
times of crisia and danger that the oall had 
been loud and urgent. At less exciting sea- 
sovs the attitude of the great dependencies 
is as if to say to the Mother Country, * You 
know our eeotiments; why don’t you take

A MASS OF IALE-MANOFACTURED MATERIAL, 

Nothing ig more clear than that, if we 
would favourably employ our strength and 
resources in war, we must organise them in 
peaco: yet, at leant as rogarde the Colonies, 
wo have never acted upon that principle, 
Wo have been content to drift. All tho 
nations around us are organiked as vast 
machines for the most economical utilisation 
of-energy. The British Ewpire only rs- 
majos a mass of crude, or half manufactor- 
ed, material, Surely it would be o sorry 
compliment tothe loyalty ond generous 
promptings of the Colonies, aa called forth 
so markedly during the resent weeks of 
enxiety, if wo did bot now at length do 
something to demonstrate not merely that we 
du heartily appreoiate the warmth of Coluniul 
fecling, but olso that we are sincerely de- 
siroug, with a view to tukiag the’ fullest 
advantage of it in the futura, of inviting 
Colonial ageistancs towards the permanent 
organisation, upen a system anited to Im» 
perial needs, of the defensive forces of the 
outlying portions of the-Empirs and especial» 
y of Uhe self-governing portions, The 
initiation of meagures to that end would be
